3.  The  provisions  contained  in  the  Schedule 
to  the  “Village  Municipalities  Act”  shall,  ex¬ 
cept  as  varied  by  the  terms  of  this  Letters 
Patent,  apply  to  the  said  municipality. 

4.  All  taxes  levied  for  the  year  1943  and  for 
any  of  the  years  prior  thereto  under  the

in  respect  of  the  area  comprised  in  the  munic¬ 
ipality  shall  be  collected  in  the  manner  pro¬ 
vided  in  those  Acts  respectively.

Act  ”  for  the  said  year  1944  upon  the  real 
property  within  the  said  village  municipality 
of  Lake  Cowichan. 

From  the  taxes  collected  under  the  “  Taxa¬ 
tion  Act  ”  for  the  said  year  1944  upon  the  real 
property  within  the  said  village  municipality 
of  Lake  Cowichan  the  said  sum  of  one  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  shall  be  paid  from  the  Consoli¬ 
dated  Revenue  Fund  to  the  Treasurer  of  The 
Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Lake  Cowichan 
and  applied  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  village. 
rI'he  payment  shall  be  made  not  later  than  the 
first  day  of  December,  1944.  All  taxes  levied 
over  and  above  the  said  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  for  the  year  1944  under  the  “  Taxation 
Act  ”  and  the  “  Public  Schools  Act  ”  in  respect 
of  the  area  comprised  in  the  municipality  shall 
be  collected  in  the  manner  provided  in  those 
Acts  respectively. 

6.  William  Frederick  Grosskleg,  Roy  Ernest 
Scott,  and  Vernon  Ashley  Weaver  are  hereby
